vessels returned to this port with the inten- 
tion of giving themselves up to a foreign gov- 
ernment and the crews soon announced their 
acceptance of the Roumanian terms. 
The mutineers wanted to be permitted to 
take off the treasure which was on board 
the Kniez Potemkin, but the Roumanian 
authorities declined to acquiesce. 


Safe from Punishment. 

The Russians will gradually be conveyed 
tu any frontier they may select, and will then 
be liberated, ‘the local officials having given 
an undertaking to this effect. 

The Roumanian flag has been hoisted dver 
the Russian war vessels, so as to prevent any 
attack on them in Roumanian waters by the 
vessels of the Russian squadron, which are 
reported to be in pursuit of the mutineers. 

The mutinous crews have been landed and 
are now being dispatched in small partign to 
different places in Roumania. | 

The mutineers asked the Roumanian au- 

thorities to guarantee that they would fur- 
nish the sailors who surrendered with Rou- 
manian passports, and also to guarantee that 
they shall not be extraditedto Russia. » 
_ The local authorities are awaiting instruc- 
tions from Bucharest, and in the meantime 
the commander of the port is provera a 
berth for the Kniaz Potemkin.

The mutinous ship was accompanied by « 
torpedo boat, and now lies in the outer har- 
bor, near the Russian guardship Psezouape.

RUSSIA TO DEMAND MUTINEERS. 
ST. PETERSBURG, July 8.—The admiral- 
ty late this afternoon wag informed of the 
surrender of the Kniaz Potemkin to the 
Roumanian authorities at Kustenji, but the 
officials here have no details of the arrange- 
ments made between the Roumantiay goverh- 
ment and the mutineers. No diplomatic 
steps have taken, but the foreign office 
undoubtedly will make the strongest repre-. 
gentations against the mutineers being treat- 
ed as simple deserters and demand their sur- 
render to answer not only for mutiny but 
also for the murder of their officers, the 
bombardment of Odessa, and incitement toa 

revolution.

‘W. Lawson of Boston spoke to the people of 
Ottawa today on the evils of the “ system,” 
and his remedies for the existing condition of 
affairs in America, In his usual vein he 
paid his respects td leading financiers, from 
Thomas F. Ryan and Henty H. Rogers of 
New York to James H, Eckels of Chicago.

in deflance of the law. Hesaid: 

“Today at the helm of your affairs is an 
able and fearless American, bold to conceive 
and strong to execute.

y hero, and you are vehind him, ready to back 


up his course wherever: he sees fit to go. 
President Roosevelt Knows it, and today no 
man in the country is more keenly aware of 
the necessity of curbing the corporate des- 
potism under which we live—but what can 
President Roosevelt do? I hate to say it, 
but he is as helpless in the ‘ s’ mee 
‘a bull in a balloon. — 


Well Intentioned bat Helpless. 

** Like Gulliver in Lilliput, he is bound 
by 1,000 threads—Congress, the \senate, the 
party’s interests, and gratitude, and all the 
intangible influences which the great money 
power can weave round any individual. How 
brave and quick the president is to do! A

Could it not first, through corrupt 
meane, elect its own agents to manage the 
railway lines? They would find it no diffi-

bargain.

Mrs. Connerty, after some effort, succeed- 
ed in reviving her husband and helping him 
to his feet. Some people who had been at- 
tracted by the scuffle telephoned to the po- 
lice and a patrol Wagon came. 

After a short search the police arrested 
James McGarry, James Hayes, John Hayes, 
and John Boyle. The first three were iden- 
tified pesitively by the victims, and all four 


locked up. 


The victims were taken to their homes and 
a physician was calied, Mr. Connerty had re- 
ceived many bruises on head and body and 
hie coat was torn and cut to shreds.

also live in the house. At 1 o'clock Mr. Hull 
went to his room. At 2 o'clock his body 
was found by the night watchman lying on 
the floor of the room. Mr. Hull had made all 

tions for retiring except turning out 
the light when he fell dead. 

Dr. W. A. D. Montgomery was called. 
Dr. Montgomery, who had prescribed the 
corrosive sublimate for external use, said 
the theory of suicide with the poison was 
untenable, as it could not cause death fn so 
short a time. An inquest was held In the 
morning, and a verdict of death from fatty 
degeneration of the heart was returned. 

Mr. Hull was 38 years old. Born in Avon- 
dale, O., a suburb of Cincinnati, in 1867, he 
came to Chicago in 1885 from Louisville, Ky. 
He was a graduate of Yale university, and 
while at New Haven took an active part in 
the social life at Yale.

HUNDREDS BADLY INJURED. 
Thousands Caught Under Fallen Tent—

man was killed and scores of women and 
children were injured at Warwick this after-

The afternoon performance of the circus 
was in progress, and the storm arose so sud- 
denly that the 4,000 persons in the crowd 
were buried” under the‘ falling seats and 

The menagerie tent was blown down and a 
number of wild animals turned loose among 
the frightened spectators, adding to the 
panic. A lion,-a panther, and several mon- 
keys are still at large, terrifying the neigh- 
borhood. 

In the big tent athletes were doing the high 
trapeze act when the tornado struck. They 
were thrown to the ground and a mad rush 
for exits began. 

While the aisles and doorways were jammed 
with struggling people a cloud burst directly 
overhead... Tents, poles, seats, and human 
beings were flattened to the ground inian in- 
Circus employés pulled the canvas 
apart and released the thousands who were 
fighting for existence. ‘ 

The body of Solomon Cohen, a circus em- 
ployé, 25 years of age, was found pinned 
under a wagon. He had been instantly 
killed.

| Lesson in Beer Tax. Ae 

It is pretty politics the leaders have start 
out to play, and thus far, from. what I can 
gather, they are as much at sem as any one 
else. Many of the old. heads in congress 
were much opposed to the entire repeal of 
the war revenue taxes. They foresaw then 
that the operations of the government were 
being extended so rapidly and the expansion 
of our territory had proceeded to such a 
point that largely increased expenditures, 
not only for the army and navy but for every 
branch of the government, were inevitable. 

This repeal was a great political blunder. 
If the extra dollar a barrel om beer had been 
left there woulkt be no deficit. Pledges were 
made during the campaign of 1900, however, 
that the beer tax should not be permanent, 
and it .was believed to be necessary to re- 
deem those pledges. even if it should be- 
come necessary to reimpose the tax later on. 
This form of raisitg revenue, as every treas- 
ury expert has testified, is the simplest and 
most substantia] in its returns within the 
reach of the government. 

When the tax on beer was doubled during 


the Spanish war the money came out of the | 


pockets of the brewery trust. The retailers 
did not increase the price nor cut down the 
size of their glasses, and the great beer drink- 
ing public was absolutely unaware that there 
was an extra tax on their favorite beverage. 
Furthermore, the mere doubling of an in- 


ternal revenue tax involves no additional tax | 


to the government in the way of collection, 
assess §2 as $1 on 4 
barrel of beer. 

Needs Money, Yet Deplores Fight. 

Thus far, however, the brewery trust has 
been a formidable political influence. With 
wise indiscrimination it has contributed lib- 
erally to the campaign funds of both parties 
—state, national, and local—and there is a 
decided disinclination on the part of public 
men to provoke a fight with that powerful 
combination although the government needs 
the money. 

Instead of that there is a curious tendency 
on the part of republican leaders to revive 
the stamp taxes, which were, taking one 
consideration with another, probably the 
most offensive part of the war revenue act. 
The stamps on checks, receipts, raortgages, 
and similar documents, while not burden- 
some in themselves were great hindrances 
to business, and were more dahgerous from 
a political point of view than any other sec- 
tion of the law, because they brought home 
to millions of people in the @ffairs of daily 
life the taxing power of the federal govern- 
ment. 

fact it is reported here on 
good authority that Uncle 
Joe Cannon favors the revival of the stamp 
tax, although the treasury officials are prac~- 
tically unanimous in their declaration that 
this form of Taising revenue is obnoxious 
to the people, requires offensive supervision 
by revenue officers, and involves a large ad- 
ditional expense to be charged up to the 
cost of collection. 
Tax Coffee and Tea? ait 

There is another section of thes ‘pat- 
ters who will propose a tax on coffee and 
tea. The tax on coffee will be urged from a 


purely protection basis and from that ppint 


of view it is logical. The duty of 4 cents a 
pound on coffee would produce about as much 
revenue as the extra dollar on beer. It would 
be paid by the people and not by the trusts, 
and it would involve, beyond the possibility 
of a doubt, an increase in the retail price 
and make coffee growing there immediately 
profitable, thus inducing a large flow of 
American capital to those islands. 

On the other hand, we have gréat possibili- 
ties in Porto Rico and Hawall, In both places 
there are fields capable of producing a fine 
berry.

Every. one Knows, in fact, that a 
reduction fn the tariff duties on articles in 
general use would, of itself, in all proba- 
bility, stimulate .importation to such an 
extent as to wipe out the deficit without its 
being necessary to resort to any internal 
revenue tax at all.

He said that 
the printed pamphlets were always placed 
on the desks of the aldermen and referred to 
when they wished to know what had taken 
place at former meetings. The minutes of 
meetings were always approved after refer- 
erice to the printed pamphlets. 


Many Discrepancies Shown. 
The most important testimony of the day 
was brought out when. William A. Becker, 


a printer, examined the printed pamphlet |} 


which the state claims was the one forged. 
This pamphlet, according to the state,. was 
printed \ some five or six months after the 
meeting’ of Feb. 5, 1900, and’ was made to. 
read differently from the first pamphlets 
printed. It was in this pamphlet that the 
words “‘duly approved ” were added to the 
original record, which read “* placed on file.” 
The word “approved” gave the Illinois 


' Tunnel company the right to proceed with 


the construction of its subways on a scale 
not contemplated in the original ordinance. 

The witness pointed out over fifty differ- 
ences in the typographical construction of 
the two pamphlets purporting to be the rec- 
ords of the same meeting. His testimony 


‘directly contradicted that of Printer Hig- 


gins, given in the justice court; where he de- 
clared that the only changes he made in 
printing the second pamphlet were in the al- 
teration of two lines on one page. Becker 
testified that .the sécond pamphlet showed 
changes on four different pages and. indi- 
eated’ an-entire resetting of the pamphiet. 
Higgins is now on trial for forgery, but is 
charged in another indictment with perjury. 
Journal Copied from Pamphlets. 

Emil Feldman, a former clerk’in the city 
clerk’s. office ,was given a volume contain- 
ing in writing the records of the council for 
Feb. 5, 1900. He testified that his part of 
the journal had been copied from the printed 
pamphlets. His testimony supported the 

contention of the state that the journal, 
which it is supposed the defense will claim 
is the official record, is merely a transcript 
from the printed pamphiets.

Until Next Fall. 


LIKELY TO BE 


Think "It Grants 
Too Many Privileges to 

Railway Line. 


Waukee and St. Paul ordinance, ostensibly 
drawn to provide better transportation for 
the north shore beyond ‘Wilson ‘avenue, 
makes it unlikely that its promoters can 
carry out their program of putting the meas- 
ure through at tomorrow night’s meeting of 
the city council. | 
The measure is now condemned as one 
which carries privileges not essential] to the 
. Main intention of furnishing rapid transpor- 
} tation and privileges which have not been 
examined by the local transportation com- 
mittee... The defects in the ordinance, it is 
believed, are sufficient to cause a postpone- 
ment of action, and it probably will go over 
until after the vacation. 

Corporation Counsel Tolman has prepared 
an amendment to meet an eleventh hour dis- 
covery that the ordinance requires the main- 
tenance of the loop system downtown, there- 
by committing the city, with regurd to the 
Northwestern Elevated at least, to a con- 
tinuance of the loop, and this just at the time 
when the city is endeavoring to secure an 
agreement for through trains on the elevated 
structures. 

The amendment provides that nothing in 
the proposed ordinance shall limit the right 
of ti city to have the cars on the union loop 
rerouted so as to provide through routes, and 
that nothing shall invalidate the.claims of 
the city in the existing conjroversy as to 
the validity of the present ordinances. 


Dread of Grade Crossings. 

When the ordinance was taken under con- 
sideration by the loca] transportation com- 
mittee a large majority of the residents of the 
north shore appeared before the committee 
to urge its passage. These citizens, having 
suffered from inadequate transportation, 
were willing to take any ordinance which 
would givé them a 5 cent fare downtown. 

The proposition was to electrify the Ev- 
anston branch of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul road, connect it with the North- 
western evelvated at Wilson avenue by an 
incline, and run trains over the Evanston 
branch: on the surface, connecting with the 
Northwestern elevated road and ‘bringing 
the ngers downtown around the loop.

to'be installed:as a member. 

This practically knocks the new organiza- 
tion in the head at its inception, because 
only “minor lights” are left in control of 
the movement, which is organized for the 
purpose of saVing the world in general. . 


. Not Present at Sessions. 


Debs, who was looked upon as the “ oracle, 
and inspiration ’’ of the convention, has not 
n present at a session since last week, 


when he made a speech denouncing Gompers 


and Shea &s “ misleaders of the working 
class,’ and declared that“ pure and simple ”’ 
unionism had outgrown its usefulness. He 
is said to have become disgusted with the 
“radical” faction which gained control of 
the convention, and to have gone to North 
Dakota to make socialist speeches to the 
Leaders Fail to Reach Him. 
Wherever he wernt the leaders. have not 
been able to reach him by communication for 
the purpose of ascértaining his stand with 


organization. Among those who gained con- 
trol was Daniel De Leon of New York, who 
has been Debs’ enemy for'several years, and 
this is thought to be the principal reason for 

The “ wheel. of fortune ’’ scheme of organi- 
gation also is said to have disgusted him. 
This is the plan which provides that all work- 
ers shall Be grouped under a set of thirteen 
departments. When the workers in any oc- 
cupation under a department go on strike, all

Philadelphia, Pa., July 8.—[Special.}—It 
required a sqtvadron of mounted police, 
backed up by fifty bluecoats on foot, to halt 
a riot at Columbia ball park today. Fifteen 
men are under arrest and two more are in 
hospitals, each suffering from injured eyes, 
the result of foul tips. 

The announcement that the Athletics would 
play a double header with Boston drew a 
record attendance for Philadelphia. By the 
time the first game was called the turnstiles 
recorded 25,075, and Connie Mack estimates 
that 10,000 were turnedaway. The bleachers 
did not begin’ to hold the crowd, and it piled 
over on the field, finally pressing close upon 
the base lines. 

The game proceeded under difficulty until 
the fourth inning, when a foul tip struck a 
man in the crowd. There were hoots and 
yelis, but the umpire ordered the game to 
proceed, despite the threatening attitude of 
the crowd. Later on in the same inning 
another foul tip struck another man. 


Players Put to Flight. 


With a whoop the créwd rushed on the 


field. The players took in the situation at a |} 


giance, and, forming a hollow square, backed 
away from the advancing mob. 

Those in the grandstand joined in and 
threw cushions and whatever “else came 
handy upon the field.. The mob thus pelted 
returned the missiles and forgot all ahout the 
players, who made their way off the field. 
The oaitle on merrily and the crowd 
raced over the deld as if it had been a picnic

Mack Sends for Police. 

Connie Mack had dispatched some one for 
the police, and these were coming down 
Columbia avenue. “ Silk" O'Loughlin, the 
umpire, jumped intd’ the press box and yelled:

Not all of the crowd obeyed, but those that 
did not, fell back when the bluecoats gal- 
loped on the fleld.

Standard Oil Buys Property. 

¥. B. Chapin of Toronto, who has been up 
at Cobalt trying to buy claims, says it is 
hard to induce holders to part with their 
holdings. He added: 

“I believe one property near Cobalt Lake 
sold for $300,000 and others for $500,000. A 
purchase is understood to have beeti made by 
Standard Oil interests of a property of 100 
acres or so for $250,000."" 

Mr. Chapin stated that ‘there was a big 
rush on at present. From $800 to $8,000 per ton 
is being obtained, and, in some cases, more. 

“It is what might be called the poor 
man's mining proposition,’’ said Mr. Chapin,

And this is only counting the’expenses of 
the organized baseball leagues of the United 
States, registered and recorded under the 
gational agreement. 

The total expense of operating baseball in 
the United States as an organized sport, 
therefore, i# in the neighborhood of $7,000,- 
@0, according to the estimates of those best 
posted, which means that approximately 
95,000,000 paid admissions must be received 
before the team owners can break even on 
their investments, not counting interest. 
The fact remains that nearly one-half of 
the baseball club owners of the United States 
lose Money every year. The teams that are 
beaten in the playing even in the great 
jeagues, are lucky to escape heavy financial 


-Joeses, and, in the minor leagues, not over 


half the clubs, and in many cases only the 
two leaders, break even on the season. 


Beeeball Business a Gamble, 

As a businese investment baseball ranks 
@ith wheat speculation—or even more risky 
than that—and few except the rich can afford 
% go into the game. A few men—like John 
7, Brush—who now owns the New York 
oiub-or rather, boids it in his name for A. 
Freedman and others—and Col. John Rogers 
of Philadelphia, have made money in baseball 
as am investment. Comiskey, too, by his 
shrewdness and foresight, has made a lot of 


money, and the owners of the Chicago Na- 


tional League club (all except Anson) have 
made money—but what has been made has 
been put into improvements of the plant. 
But even in those big organizations, like the 
National and American leagues, there are 
times when it is hard to make the league a 
money maker. ; 

It is a queer business. In the league eight 
eiub owners form a partnership and prac- 
tically agree to divide the profits of the year. 
That is, the visiting team gets nearly half 
the entire receipts, no matter where it plays, 
receiving 124% cents out of each 25 cent admis-

One would figure that the Chicago National 
league club owners should have amassed a 
fortune in the last twenty-five years. The 
team has had championship clubs, runners 
up for championships, some of the greatest 
and most popular ball players in the history 
of the game, men with big personal follow- 
ings, yet it ie declared that every cent that 
the club ever made is now represented in the 
improvements on the stands and grounds. 
Every cent besides that has gone into sal- 
aries, expenses, rents, and losses incurred 
during the two great baseball wars. Theclub 
never has declared a dividend. 
There ig one man in baseball—Frank De 
Haas Robison, now owner of the St. Louis 
National league club—who has been a club 
owner for nineteen years and has made 
money only in two years, although he owned 
the Cleveland team, which was famous, and 
a collection of stars at St. Louis. He has 
lost a fortune in the game—but still sticks. 
There has been more money made in trad- 


ing and selling ball players than any other 


way—and several shrewd traders have made

But steam is the only thing that works

more s0; the men, in flowing bournoose and 
turban, looked immensely effective; so

The.scenery. along the route is dull and mo-

The principal. breaks in the mo- 
notony were occasional government stations,

Englishman. 

‘Our hearts swelled with pride and the sky 
became alive with star spangled banners;

There is a precious tradition among rail-

sardine boxes. Our interest became pro- 
found when we learned that the Mohamme- 
dan pilgrimage season had opened, and that 
all. these people were en route for Mecca. 
The trains would carry them to Port Said, 
from where they would go by sea to Jaffa— 
the Joppa of the bible story of the prophet 
Jonah and the most remarkable marine inci- 
dent tn print. Thence some of them would 
journey on horse or camel back to Mecca, 
which is 600 or 700 miles to the southward, in 
Arabia, but the great majority would go on 
foot, though the road is over mountains and 
through the desert, for thereby pony would 
acquire greater merit. 

Besides the assurance of salvation, which 
fs almost the only thing, except dirt, that a 
poor man in Egypt can ever be sure of, a 
trip. to Mecea gives a pilgrim the right to 
wear a turban of green—the prophet’s own 
color—and to assume the title of “ Hadji.”

We. went home by different routes and I 
scarcely recall Gus again in meeting until 
that morning on the marble slab in the San 
Antonio morgue.

When the pilgrims return they bring with 
them the previous year’s carpet, which is 
then cut into twenty-four pieces and dis- 
tributed among as many mosques, shrines, 
and other places of special holiness. There- 
turning pilgrims also bring with them some 
amazing perfumes of Araby, for there are 


no bathrooms or laundries along the route, — 


and most of the wells are said to he ap uad 
as common — 


Cairo | a Circus. 

We were landed in Cairo so suddenly that 
we had to rub our eyes and wonder where 
we were and how it came about. There is 
no other place of the kind in the world, al- 
though a first class circus camp. run wild 
might bear ea slight resemblance to lt. We 
were scarcely out of the railway train when 
we found ourselves surrounded by camels 
of all degrees of picturesque homedliness, 
@onkeys covered with jingling bells, wild 
desert Bedouins dashing about om gayly 
caparisomed horses, not unlike a lot of re- 
cently paid cowboys “‘ whooping it up” in 
a western town; men peacefully asleep on 
the sidewalks, enveloped from head to foot 
tn cloaks, veiled women, and noise enough 
for the might of election day in Chicagp. 
The spectacle held us almost breathless with 


astonishment until we were uP to 


Shepheard’s 
Vast Mob of Fakeres. 


Yet magicians, musicians, peddlera, snake . 
charmers, small circuses—consisting, say, of — 


a single donkey and a little black goat, as 
well as many kinds of picturesque individ- 
uals—may still be seen on or near the Shep. 
heard terrace. One magician evolved snakes 
out of coins and bits of rag to a running fire 
of remarks, of which the principal were 
“ Gally—gally—gally!’ and “ Coom, lettle 
devil!’’ presumably meaning the small green 
snake that would be found in the hand ofa 
bystander who supposed himself holding 
only a coin.

When a town is being built there ls always 
inadequate water supply and fire protection, 
besides a constant danger of fire slightly 
above that of the long settled cemmunity, 
and for these reasons those who erect build- 
ings want them insured as quickly as possi- 
ble. The buildings usually erected in such 
places are seldom of a value to warrant 
the writing of large policies, but with the 
rates high, as they miyst be in new towns, 
and a whole community to be insured, it all 


mounts. up to a fair sum for the men whe 


supply the insurance. 
However, the town or section of country 
that has found itself is not to be unfavorably 
compared to the new sections. Returns are 
surer there for the real éstate and insurance 
man, although possibly along different lines. 
He will possibly not handle so much land, 
nor make so many sales as the other, but 
the land is so much more valuable that 


his commissions per sale will run high 


enough to make up the discrepancy in the 
number of sales made. . His insurance busi- 
ness will total higher for the same reason of 
higher value on buildings. 


This is all presupposing that he is a man 


of energy and of the ability to get a good 
trade, for a good man in this line will often 
step in and make money in a field that an- 
other has given up in disgust. The real es-

The directors were always men whose 
names sounded familiar and whose addresses 
seemed to indicate stability and wealth: One 
company’s directors were Sir Stuart Wort- 
ley, Bart., of King’s Part, Waltham Abbey; 
Lord Roland Owen, K. C. L, of the Lodge, 
Whitbury, Suffolk; Col. Laking-Webb of 
Aldershot;.and A. A. Gould Jt., 78 Fifth 
avenue, New York, U. 8. A. Needless to 
pay, not one of these worthy men had any 
-existence. The Brandy Distillers company, 
limited, went, even further. The directors 
were boldly announced under such names as 
‘Messrs. Moet Perrier and Mumm, and the 
prospectus contained actual photographs of 
veritable vineyards—some of the best in 
France—labeled vartously, “Our Distillery 
at Bordeaux,” “View of the Company’s 
Limoges Vineyards,” “ Nimes and Montpe- 
lier Branches,”’ and all deseribed as the prop- 
erties of the Brandy Distillers ‘company.
